The 1997 Augusta Military Academy annual reunion will pay homage to the vision 
and foresight of Professor Charles Roller, the wisdom of Colonel Tom Roller, the 
warmth and strength of General 
Charles Roller, Jr., and the leadership 
and commitment of Linda Roller Livick, 
General Roller's granddaughter, and her 
husband, Colonel Mal Livick. 

The AMA Alumni Association, Inc. 
Board of Directors, at their fall meeting 
October 26 in New Market, made the 
decision to honor the Rollers and the 
Livicks at the ‘97 gathering. 

“With nearly six months before the 
reunion, we have ample time to collect all 
the fabulous stories about Colonel Tom, the 
‘Big Boy’, and Colonel and Mrs. Livick,” 
said Alumni Association President Gary 
Nicholson, ‘70. “/f will be a real treat to 
have Linda and Mal with us. We will also 
extend a special invitation to Hilton Roller 
Grasty, Colonel Tom's daughter, and to 
other members of the Roller and Livick Major Roller - “The Big Boy” - stands before 
families.” a picture of Colonel Tom Roller, about 1947, 

Music, narration set in Big Barracks. Colonel Tom died in 1946. 

The Staunton Ovation, which won rave 
reviews for their performance at the 1996 
reunion honoring Augusta vets of Korea and 
Vietnam, will return to pay musical tribute to the 
Rollers and Livicks. The beginnings of AMA just 
after the Civil War will be traced, all the way 
through to the school's closing early in 1984. 

“We are looking for your stories," said 
Nicholson. “Every cadet and faculty member 
who ever set foot on the Augusta campus has a 
story they can tell. We're asking that those 
stories be passed along to Bob Bradford, ‘50, 
who will narrate the Saturday night tribute.”

| would have to hunger for it and build 
it. | see the world in a different light 
because of Mr. William Armstrong, and 
his teachings will stay with me 
forever.” 

Reports and stings 

What we called Reports at AMA are 
called Stings at Kent. Armstrong's 
theory: “Never sting (a student) for 
classroom misbehavior, for mis- 
behavior should never exist in the first 
place, and stinging... is a sure sign 
that you have failed as a teacher.” 

Obviously, Bill Armstrong didn’t fail.

Colin Powell and 
Captain Louisell 


Cadets attending AMA just after 
World War || had their lives greatly 
influenced by Colonel William C. 
Louisell, the Commandant of Cadets. 
Colonel Louisell had earned the eagle 
on his shoulder for his valiant service 
during the War. 

Years later, General Colin 
Powell - then, a first lieutenant - had 


his life greatly influenced by Colonel 
Louisell's son, Bill, Junior. 

Powell was stationed in Ger- 
many in 1959 where he was assigned 
as executive officer, D Company, 2nd 


Battalion, 48th Infantry. The new 
company commander assigned to D 
Company was Captain William C. 
Louisell, Jr., Colonel Louisell’s son 

In his book My American 
Journey, Powell said that “near panic 
set in" when he and the other D 
Company officers learned that Captain 


Louisell was taking over the company. 
“(He) was a West Pointer and former 
tactics instructor at the military 
academy. Some of our junior officers 
had been cadets under Captain 
Louisell, whom they judged one of the 
all-time hardnoses. Louisell turned 
out exactly as advertised - tough, by- 
the-book, brilliant, sometimes 
unreasonable.” 

One day, Louisell chewed out 
Powell for having lost his temper with

this picture? Ever 
march down one of 
these stoops during 
your “rat” year, with 
your arms _ pulled 
back in a brace, and 
your chin touching 
your chest? As an 
upper classman, did 
you ever hurl yourself 
down the stoop, com- 
ing back from the 
sinks on a bitter Feb- 
ruary day? Did you 
perchance sneak out 
of your room to de- 
posit a cherry bomb 
in a trash can, or hurl 
one into the court- 
yard while the Big 
Boy was making his 
midnight inspection? 

How often was the 
sentry box painted 
while you were at 
AMA? (And did you ever get a few drops of paint on 
yourself in the process?) Were you at Augusta when 
lightning struck the flagpole? (it happened at least twice) 
What was in the room to the right of the arch when you 
were at AMA? The post office? A book room? What 
about the room to the left of the arch? What about the 
other arched windows on the first stoop? What lay behind 
them in your day? 

Was there ivy on the inside wall when you were a cadet? 
Did you ever live in one of the Tower rooms? In some 
years, the windows facing the courtyard in the Tower were 
all faculty rooms. Did faculty stay in these rooms when you 
were in Fort Defiance? 

Did you know that the circular area at the top center of 
the Tower was designed originally to hold a clock? (There's 
one on the front of the Tower also, and in early artists’ 
drawings, there is a clock shown there, as in the picture at 
the right from the 1915 Recall) 

Did you ever have flag-raising or flag-lowering duty? 
Quite a view from up there! Were you ever on the roof 
while a Winter wind stung your face? Or when a May 
breeze brought relief from an afternoon on the drill field, or 
from lacrosse practice? 

Can you see your room in this picture? Or a friend's 
toom? Or your company commander's room? Were you 
ever summoned to one of these rooms to explain a breach 
of rules, or to polish your platoon leader’s sword? 

Do you ever remember the grass being this tall in the 
courtyard? Or the bushes so wild and unkempt? As a 
matter of fact, were there bushes in the courtyard when 
you went to Augusta Military Academy? 

What else do you see in this picture that stirs 
reminiscences?

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Manch hurt in 
bailout: Doolittle 


General James H. “Jimmy” Doo- 
little, who led the first American air 
raid on Tokyo in World War Il, 
provided details about Crew Number 
3, one of whom was AMA alumnus 
Jack “Shorty” Manch, ‘38. Manch 
was profiled in the September issue of 
The Bayonet. 

Sixteen B-25's took off from the 
carrier Hornet on 18 April 1942, and 
dropped the first bombs to hit the 
Japanese capital in the war. All the 
planes were lost, but the majority of 
the crews made it back to safety. 

Doolittle describes what happened 
to Shorty Manch’s crew in his book / 
Could Never Be So Lucky Again. 

“When (Crew #2) cleared the decks 
of the Hornet, Lieutenant Robert Gray 
and Crew #3 took off. Their three 
explosive bombs were dropped on in- 
dustrial targets; their incendiary land- 
ed on a dock area. They experienced 
some antiaircraft fire, but were not hit, 
as far as we know. Arriving over 
China, Gray ordered his crew to bail 
out. Corporal Faktor, the gunner, 
was killed... and Lieutenant Manch, 
the copilot, cut himself with his knife 
trying to make a water bag out of his 
parachute’s rubber cushion...” 

Manch and the other survivors of 
Crew Number Three made their way 
to Chuhsien with the help of friendly 
Chinese. Later, Manch joined with 
General Claire Chennault's air com- 
mand, “flying the hump” and supplying 
Allied troops in the China/Burma 
Theater.

Board asks support for VMI scholarship fund 


The VMI Scholarship Fund does not 
have adequate principal to generate 
the income needed to pay for the four 
VMI scholarships offered annually 

This fact was dramatized at a meet- 
ing of the AMA Alumni Association 
Board on 26 October in New Market. 

Four $500 stipends are granted 
each year to deserving cadets select- 
ed by VMI. The scholarships are fund- 
ed from the interest earned on the 
principal in the fund. 

“We need several thousand dollars 
more in the VMI fund to have these 
grants paid for from earnings” said Ed 
Click, ‘50, association treasurer. The 
Board is asking AMA and VMI alumni 
and friends to contribute to the fund. 

The VMI Scholarships were created 
to honor the ties between VMI and 
AMA. General Roller graduated from 
the Institute in 1901, and Big Barracks 
was constructed in 1915-16, modelled 
on the barracks and academic build- 
ings at VMI. 

Bequest in the works 
The Board heard from Bobby 


Rhea, ‘47, concerning a bequest from 
the estate of Laurada Gladys Dobson 
of Richmond. An _ undetermined 
amount - the residual of Ms. Dobson's 
estate - has been left to the Alumni 
Association, but use of the money has 
been restricted to “bricks and mortar,” 
according to Rhea. Association Pres- 
ident Gary Nicholson, ‘70, has 
appointed a committee to look into 
possible uses for these funds. 
Reunion theme selected 

The Board set May 2-3 as the dates 
for the 1997 annual reunion, which 
will be held at the Holiday Inn Golf 
and Conference Center on the out- 
skirts of Staunton. The reunion will 
salute the Roller and Livick families 
for their dedication to AMA and its 
traditions.

President Nicholson appointed a
